Pomerene, in Houston’s

VICTORY, IN ANY CASE,

Despite Strength of Antis, 
Interest Now Centers Upon 
the Platform.

Houston, Tex., June 21.—It will not 
take more than three ballots in the 
Democratic national convention next 
week to nominate Al Smith for Presi- 
dent, according to present indications. 
In fact, the chances are that not more 
than two ballots will be required, and 
nobody need be surprised if the New 
York governor should be nominated on 
the first roll call. 

As matters now stand, it appears to 
be within the power of the Ohio dele- 
gation to precipitate a stampede to 
Smith that would put him across on 
the first ballot.

TRIO BIDS FAREWELL 
TO MOTHERS AT JAIL 


Maj. Peak in Doubt as to Who 
Will Be First to March to 
Electric Chair. 


An effort to obtain a stay of the ex- 
ecution of Nicholas Lee Eagles, 32 years 
old, John Cline Proctor, 19, and Samuel 
Moreno, 20, sentenced to die at 10 
o’clock this morning in the electric 
chair, failed last night. 

Shortly before midnight Justice Wille 
iam Hitz, of the District Supreme Court, 
to whom Louis Tanenbaum, counsel for 
Eagles, had made the plea, refused fur- 
ther to extend the time allotted’ for 
the trio to prepare for death. Tanen- 
baum based his petition on an affi- 
davit, the contents of which he would 
not disclose. Justice Hitz held that the 
affidavit was not sufficiently “substan- 
tial” to warrant the respite asked. 

Unaware of the failure of the elev<- 
enth hour attempt, the trio sat in the 
cell block outside their cells at the 
District Jail until a late hour. Eagles 
and Moreno continued to talk with 


‘newspaper men until after midnight, 


but the younger man, Proctor, ap- 
parently overcome by the events of. his 


‘last day on earth, was led away to his

cell about 10:30. 

As he fell asleep his guard, Walter 
Malone, heard him mumble “the fatal 
shot.” 

Still Declare Innocence. 

As the hour of their approach to the 
electric chair neared, Moreno and Eagles 
still insisted on their innocence. 

They both declared that before the 
time of the execution Proctor would 
confess that he fired the shot which 
killed Policeman Leo W. K. Busch. 
Proctor would awake early in the morn- 
ing, they said, and wculd make a clean 
breast of the matter. Eagles, who has 
insisted that he will go to the chair 
singing, said that he has decided to 
chant the Hebrew hymn, “Eli, Eli,” as 
ne walks to his death. 

In the afternoon all three had bidden 
farewell to their mothers and other 
relatives and friends. 

Eagles was the first to say good-by. 
He smiled as he caressed his mother, 
Mrs. Rebecca Carrack, of New York City, 
and wiped away her tears. He still 
smiled as he shook hands with his 
brother, Arthur Eagles, and kissed the 
latter’s two children. Later he said 
farewell to his wife, the former Miss 
Betty Proctor, a sister of John Cline 
Proctor, whom he married in 1924, 

Next came Moreno. Strong emotion 
overwhelmed his mother, Mrs. Mary 
Moreno Bell, and his sister, Rose, dur- 
ing the moments that the son and 
brother held them in his arms. 

Throughout the fifteen minutes of 
Moreno’s farewell the jail echoed and 
reechoed the terrorizing screams and 
wailing of his mother and sister. The 
two women were taken from the jail 
rotunda on the verge of collapse. Mrs. 
Anna Hart, who was appointed “big 
sister” to Morneo by the Juvenile Court 
when he got into trouble as a boy, and 
aay Sister of Moreno, also said good- 


Farewells by Proctor. 

Then came Proctor. For ten mine 
utes he held both his mother, Mrs.

She presented two in her 
defense, Mrs. H. St. Omer Roy, office 
secretary of the Woman’s League for 
Peace and Freedom, of this city, and 
Mrs. A. C. Cowan, of Kansas City. 
Mrs, Roy, it will be remembered, pre- 
sented resolutions in the D. A. R. 
congress in April, which were voted 
down overwhelmingly, showing the al- 
most unanimous support by the society 
of the policies of the national defense 
committee of the organization. 


Refuse to Comment. 


As no verdict has been reached Mrs. 
Baillie and her attorneys refused to 
comment on the proceedings, save to 
se they had been permitted ample op- 
portunity by D. A. R. officials to pre- 
sent their case in full. It was learned, 
however, that in case the verdict ts 
against Mrs. Bailie an appeal from the 
decision will be taken to the thirty- 
eighth continental congress of the D.

Legislature Sustained by 
Appellate Judges. 


500 PROPERTY OWNERS 
ATTACKED NEW LAW 


Many Thousands of Dollars 
Involved in Case of Wash- 
ington Suburban Body. 


A decision of far-reaching impor- 
tance to property owners in the terri- 
tory in Montgomery County embraced 
in the jurisdiction of the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission was 
handed down yesterday at Annapolis 
by Judge Bond in the Court of Appeals 
of Maryland when he reversed the de- 
cree of Judge Robert B. Peter in the 
Montgomery County Circuit Court, 


who held that the act of the Mary- 
land Legislature in 1927 ratifying in- 
creased benefit charges the commission 
had put into effect in 1926 was illegal 
and enjoining the commission from 
collecting the increased charges. 

The decision of Judge Peter was ren- 
dered in the case of Mrs, Rene Noel, of 
Kensington, through her husband and 
attorney, F. Regis Noel, who has an 
office in Washington. In her suit, Mrs. 
Noel had been joined by more than 
500 property owners in Montgomery 
County. She alleged that the act of 
the 1927 legislature ratifying the in- 
creased charges of the sanitary com- 
mission was unconstitutional in that 
it was an attempt to set aside a de- 
cision of the Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals that had been made in a prior 
case. 

When the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission was formed about 
ten years ago, it proceeded to install 
water and sewer systems in those com- 
munities in Montgomery County com- 
ing under the commission’s jusisdic- 
tion at a fixed charge per front foot. 
When the sanitary commission in- 
creased tne front foot benefit charges 
in 1925, many taxpayers vigorously ob- 
jected and took their fight to the Court 
of Appeals which decided against the 
commission, holding it was without 
legal authority to increase the benefit 
charges. 

The State legislature in 1927 passed 
an act ratifying and confirming the 
sanitary commission in its action in 
increasing the charges, making the op- 
eration of the new act retroactive. 
Joining with Mrs. Noel, several hundred 
taxpayers, still objecting to paying the 
increased benefit charges, filed suit in 
the circuit court at Rockville seeking 
an injunction to restrain the commis- 
sion in the further collection of the 
charges, claiming that the 1927 act of 
the legislature’ was invalid. Judge 
Peter ruled in their favor and enjoined 
the commission from collecting the in- 
creased charges. The sanitary commis- 
sion appealed to the Maryland Court of 
Appeals, with the result that Judge 
Bond reversed Judge Peter's decision. 

Officials of the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission said at the time 
the Noel suit was filed that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are involved in the 
case, both from the standpoint of the 
amount involved up to 1928 and that 
of the probable amounts that future 
increases in the benefit charges may 
bring to the commission. Some of 
those who joined in the Noel suit 6aid 
yesterday that they will ask the next 
General Assembly of Maryland to curtall 
the power of the sanitary commission 
in reference to laying assessments 
against property within its jurisdiction. 

Dr. William T. Pratt, county health 
officer of Montgomery County, has 
been designated by the Montgomery 
County Chapter, American Red Cross, 
to direct a course of ten lectures to the 
members of each of the volunteer fire 
departments of the county on first aid 
to persons injured at fires or as the re- 
sult of fires. 

Dr. Pratt said yesterday that he will 
undertake to obtain the cooperation of 
physicians in various sections of the 
county in providing the lectures, which 
will require ten weeks to complete at 
the rate of one per week in each of the 
towns that have fire departments. 
There are six all-volunteer and two 
semipaid departments in the county, 
with a total membership of nearly 600 
volunteer members and 8 paid men, 
made up of Takoma Park, with 145 
members; Bethesda, with 100 volunteers 
and 2 paid men; Chevy Chase, with 21 
volunteers and 6 paid men; Kenilworth, 
with 45 members; Gaithersburg-Wash- 
ington Grove, with 68; Silver Spring, 
with 60; Rockville, with 100, and Sandy 
Spring, with 60. 

The Kensington Volunteer Fire De- 
partment has within the past week put 
into commission its new rescue-squad 
wagon to be manned by sixteen trained 
men, eight on day duty and eight on 
night duty. It is equipped with flood 
lights, inhalator, stretcher, Red Cross 
first aid kit, gas and ammonia masks.

The order for the detention of Lucas 
was issued by Mrs. Rebecca Great- 
house an assistant district attorney, 
efter it was developed in the course 
of the inquest that the horn on the 
5-ton truck driven by Lucas, was not 
in working order at the time of the 
accident. Lucas told the jury that he 
shouted a warning to the children with 
whom the Loveless boy was playing.

Mrs. 0. T. Lyons, Held as an 
Alien Illegally, Barred by 
Canada, to Hunt Job. 


IN CUSTODY 113 DAYS 


Olga Tabor Lyons, 22 years old, a na- 
tive of Spring Hill, Nova Scotia, walked 
to liberty from the House of Detention 
yesterday, where for 113 days she had 
been held prisoner while Canadian and 
United States immigration authorities 


debated her citizenship. She was re- 
leased when it became apparent that no 
immediate determination of her status 
would be reached. 

Mrs. Lyons was arrested February 28 
on a charge of coming to this country 
from Canada in violation of the immi- 
gration law. Her deportation was 
sought by the Department of Labor, 
and admittance to her native land was 
denied by Canada on the claim that her 
marriage to John W. Lyons, jr., 17 years 
old, of 736 Twenty-second street north- 
west, a few days prior to her arrest 
automatically gave her status as an 
American citizen. 

With the detention of the young 
woman, it became apparent that a rift 
had occurred during the brief honey- 
moon of the couple. The young hus- 
band after occasional visits to his 
bride’s prison ceased to put in appear- 
ance. 

Leon R. Fouch, Commissioner of Im- 
migration at Baltimore, said yesterday 
that he was aware that the couple had 
separated, but had not been informed 
of any legal action for divorce. Her 
marriage to young Lyons became the 
only stumbling block in the Depart- 
ment of Labor’s plans to deport Mrs. 
Lyons, he said. 

After leaving the House of Detention 
Mrs. Lyons said she would seek employ- 
ment in this city. She was required to 
sign an agreement to report to Bureau 
of Immigration authorities at the end 
of three months, when she hopes to 
learn her fate.

Platform Discussion Up. 


The arrival here today of Senator Pat 
Harrison, a delegate at large from Mis- 
sissippi, stirred up new discussion about 
the party platform, which some leaders, 
including Chairman Clem Shaver, of 


the national committee, would like to 
see written in much shorter form than 
those in conventions gone by. 

Just as was the case at the Repub- 
lican conclave at Kansas City, last week, 
prohibition enforcement and farm re- 
lief are profhinently to the fore. Some 
prohibition leaders are insisting upon 
an even stronger dry plank than the 
Republicans adopted because of the 
likelihood of the nomination of a can- 
didate whom they regard asa wet. The 
fight over this plank will revolve 
largely around the extent to which it 
should go in declaring for law enforce- 
ment. 

George N. Peek and other prominent 
leaders of farm organizations are on 
the ground asking for a strong farm 
plank, but with the frank statement 
that i* the Democrats have something 
better to offer than the equalization 
fee they are ready to accept it. Plat- 
form builders already have been at 
work on this and other phases of the 
platform. 

Senator Harrison said the Democrats 
should frame a farm plank that would 
give agriculture some hope of the im- 
mediate passage of adequate legislation 
that would restore agriculture to the 
same basis as the other industries of 
the country. 

“I don’t mean by that the indorse- 
ment of any particular bill,” he said, 
adding that the present difficulty with 
agriculture was largely due to the “in- 
ertia of the present administration in 
passing remedial legislation.” 


Sees G. O. P. “Fiasco.” 


The Mississippian assailed the Repub- 
licans for what he termed the Kansas 
City flasco, explaining that all officers 
of the convention were foes of agricul- 
ture legislation and that the standard 
bearer selected had been opposed to 
agricultural relief. He added that the 
selection of Dr. Hubert Work as chair- 
man and Representative Fort, of New 
Jersey, as secretary of the Republican 
national committee had furnished the 
“crowning touch” to the Republican 
party’s “slap at the farmers.’ :

Although George Van Namee, chalir- 
man of the Smith committee, Insists 
that there is no disposition to deprive 
the favorite sons of their honors on 
the first ballot, these maneuvers are 


generally regarded as directed toward 
the production of a situation favorable 
to a stampede to Smith when the roll 
is called for the first time. 


Would Promote Harmony. 


The Smith managers from the start 
have felt that the i1omination of the 
governor within three ballots would 
hear on the face of it an evidence of 
party harmony and overwhelming 
agreement on the candidate that would 
go far to disarm disaffection in the 
ranks. With the epublicans naming 
their candidate on the first ballot, new 
reasons have been provided the Smith 
leaders for desiring an equally early 
manifestation of agreement on the 
Democratic candidate. 

The .managers of the candidacy of 
Senator Reed, of Missour!, are almost 
the only leaders on the scene so far 
who stoutly maintain that Smith will 
rot be nomainaed. They calculate that 
there are between 100 and 500 delegates 
opposed to Smith who will stand 
against him to the last ditch and com- 
pel an agreement on some other candl- 
date. This optimism is not shared. 
however, by the leaders from the 
Solid South, whose antagonism to 
Smith is deep seated, but who concede 
that his nomination can not be pre- 
vented. They are turning their atten- 
tion now toward getting a southern dry 
on the ticket as Smith's running mate 
and getting a dry plank in the plat- 
form. . 


Paradox in Politics. 


This performance of Smith's is .the 
most extraordinary and paradoxical in 
our political annals. A Catholic and 
a wet, many of whose own partisans a 
short two years ago felt he could not 
be. nominated because of religious 
prejudices and dry opposition, comes 
to -the national convention within 
reach of the two-thirds majority. And 
he comes with a’ more impressive and 
widespread backing than any candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination 
since the Civil War, with the exception 
of Cleveland and Wilson when they 
were in the White House and were can- 
didates for renomination. 

From the Mississipp! River to the 
Atlantic Ocean, north of the Ohio and 


the Potomac, the party is solid for 
Smith, with the exception of Indiana 
and a handful of delegates in Pennsyl- 
vania. West of the Mississippi, the 
party is solid for him, except Missouri, 
Oklahoma and .Nebraska. He has in- 
vaded the border States in Kentucky 
and Maryland and the Solid South with 
Louisiana and scattering votes in North 
Carolina 

Although he comes to the convention 
closer to the two-thirds majority on 
the first ballot than any other aspirant 
since the Civil War, with the exception 
of a sitting President seeking renomina- 
tion. Extraordinary as is this perform- 
ance, more extraordinary still would be 
the denial of the nomination to Smith 
under the circumstances. It would 
wreck the party, beyond a doubt. 

So universally is it conceded that 
Smith will be the nominee that there 
is more live interest in the platform 
than in the contest over the presiden- 
tial nomination. 


Prohibition Plank Puzzles. 


Everybody is speculating on what 
sort of a prohibition plank Smith 
wants or will be willing to stand on. 
In his letter to the Jackson Day din- 
ner he gave the impression that he 
will be content with a plank embody- 
ing his views that each State should 
have the power to define intoxicating 
ilquor. Since that, however, some of 
the Smith promoters have indicated 
that they would not object to a dry 
plank, provided it is not too dry. They 
would be against a plank as dry as 
that the Republicans adopted at Kan- 
sas City, which mentions the eight- 
eenth amendment specifically and was 
adopted at the behest of the Antisa- 
ioon League. They would not object 
to a plank declaring for law enforce- 
ment in general terms, such as has 
been incorporated in previous plat- 
forms, That Smith could stand on 
that sort of plank has been established 
by his declaration that the prohibi- 
tion law must be enforced so long as 
it is the law. 

Almost all of the leaders now on the 
scene are of the opinion that the plat- 
form will give the organized farimers 
about all they want except an indorse- 
ment of the equalization fee in terms. 
They tnink it likely that the party will 
promise farm relief along the lines of 
the McNary-Haugen bill, without men- 
tioning that measure by name or the 
equalization fee by name. It is sug- 
gested that the equalization fee will 
be indorsed in principle, as was done 
in the plank drafted by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. George .Peek, 
chief McNary-Haugen bill lobbyist, is 
already here pulling the wires for the 
organized farmers.

MEET IN- DENVER IN 1929'WANTS ALL ISSUES MET 


Detroit, June 21 (A.P.).—The North- 
ern Baptist Convention today adopted 
resolutior’s requesting the Democratic 
national convention at Houston, Tex., 
next week to include in its platform a 
“clear-cut and positive pledge” to 
prohibition enforcement. 

The resolutions pledged the conven- 
tion to active cooperation with the 
Antisaloon League and the W. C. T. U. 
in the interest of prohibition enforce- 
ment and reaffirmed the church's ad- 
vocacy of the outlawry of war. 

Denvery Colo, was awarded the 1929 
convention. 

The resolutions pledged the conven- 
tion and urged its constituency to sup- 
port only such men for high offices 
“who will unequivocaliy and openly 
commit themselves to an honest and 
eflective enforcement of the prohibition 
laws.” 

Other resolutions adopted apy roved 
President Coolidge’s nolicy of “nonin- 
tervention in Mexican church affairs,” 
and expressed sympathy with the Mexi- 
can government in “its century-long 
struggle against the autempted domina- 
tion of the state by the church " 

Recognizing the permanent court of 
international justice as “one of the 
essential agencies for the peaceful set- 
tlement of international disputes,” the 
convention expressed regret at the fall- 
ure of the United States to join the 
court and urged churches to continue 
to voice their’ judgment that the 
United States should adhere to the 
world court protocol. 

The President of the convention was 
instructed to appoint a commission of 
representatives of social service depart- 
ments of the church to cooperate with 
similar groups from other Christian 
bodies in obtaining legislation for the 
protection of marriage and home ideals 

The year beginning May 1, 1929, was 
set aside by the convention for “world 
wide evangelism.” Al] denominational 
organizations and boards were called 
upon to cooperate in the world wide 
campaign of evangelism. 

A plan to launch in the United 
States “a great Christian daily news- 
paper” was indorsed in a _ resolution, 
which commended “the modern ten- 
dency of the newspapers to feature con- 
structive news.” 

The convention expressed gratifica- 
tion that preliminary steps have been 
taken by the government of Rou- 
mania “in the direction of establish- 
ing on a legal basis the religious free- 
dom of Baptists in that land.”

“The Republican Party managers at 
Kansas City.” he said, ‘evaded the farm 
issue, and to catch votes. of the unwary, 
announced false principles to escape _ 
responsibility for a clear statement of 
their intentions. The Democratic party 
in certain sections now gives promise of 
a similar deception. It is proposed to 
condemn President. Coolidge for the use 
of the veto of the pretended farm relief 
bill. Democracy must not descend to 
the trick of arousing prejudice by an 
un-American position to cain misled 
votes.” 

The President, he observed, may veto 
what he believes to be an unconstitue 
tional measure. 

“Let the Democracy affirm the prin- 
ciple of the farm bill if it agrees with 
it,” Mr. Lewis urged, “or deny it if it 
opposes it—but not condemn the veto 
as an exercise of illegal power when it 
knows the President acted as a Demo- 
cratic President should have done if he 
conscientiously, on oath. believed a bill 
illegal and its methods unconstitu- 
tional.” 

If Democracy sincerely opposes n&a- 
tional prohibition, Mr. Lewis said, it 
must denounce the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and advocate its repeal; :f Democe 
racy favors the amendment it, must dee 
mand its enforcement. 

“There must be no avoidance of 
issue on principle by presenting doce 
trines of modification of the Volstead 
act,” he declared.

The shooting was continuing tonight. 
The troubles arose from demonstra- 
tions against Father Anton Koroshetz, 
minister of the interior, who is blamed 
by the demonstrators for all the blood- 
shed in the country, including the 
Belgrade affray. Students and work- 
men joined in the demonstrations and 
fought the police shoulder to shoulder 
when attempts were made to disperse 
the crowds. The police wuséd their 
weapons freely. 


Number of Déad Unknown. 


The studénts, assisted by some of the 
workmen, cut the power linés. A good 
part of the city was in darkné6s, add- 
ing to the confusion and the general 
terror inspired by the sounds of the 
continuous shooting. Because of the 
unlighted streets, the authorities are 
unable to ascertain the precise number 
of Killed and wounded. It may be in 
excess of the total announced earlier. 
The whole city is in an upfoar and 
martial law probably will be proclaimed. 
Tonight’s disturbances began about 
§ d’clock in front of the Corso Cafe, 
which is frequented by officials and 
politicians. The students and work- 
men smashed all the windows, threw 
the furniture int6é the streét and at- 
tacked the police with clubs, bricks 
and revolvers. Thé police thereupon 
fired, killing three of the rioters and 
wounding many others. 

The rioters then rushed through the 
streets shouting imprecations. They 
attacked the Jagerhof Cafe, which is 
also patronized by government officials. 
The smashing of this establishment 
caused another battle with the police. 


Raditch May Recover. 


Belgradé, Jugoslavia, June 21 (A-P.). 
Recovering from the first shock of 
horror over the shvoting affray in the 
Jugoslavian parliament yesterday, the 
entire nation tonight was ready to make 
emends for the wild.act of one Of its 
legislators. 

Standing beside the body of her hus- 
band, Mme. Paul Raditch soundéd a 
note which is finding an echo in all 
quarters. She said, ‘Let Paul’s life be 
the last sacrifice in the pacification of 
the Croats and Serbs.” 

It now seems that Raditch's effort to 
save the life of his uncle, Stefan Rad- 
itch, was not in vain. The fiery leader 
of the peasant party, who was wounded 
before Paul threw himself in front of 
the assassin Ratchitch’s revolver, has 
good chances of recovery. If Stefan 
Raditch survives it is hoped that he 
will use his great influence among the 
Croatian peasants to calm the storm of 
feeling that has afisen among them. 
If this can be done, serious political 
consequences will be prevented. 

Much 4pprehension, however, 1s. felt 
in government circles, respecting the 
situation in Croatia. The fears wiil 
not subside until after the funeral of 
the victims at Zagreb on Saturday. 


Ratchitch Ready to Die. 


Punica Ratchitch, Montenegrin dep- 
uty who shot and killed two other dep-

SOVIET OFFICES RAIDED 


Shanghal, June 21 (A.P.)—The Na- 
tionalist government political council 
today decidéd to change the name of 
the historic Manchu capital, Peking, 
to Peiping, Meaning “Northern Peace.” 

At the game time it Was announced 
that Foréign Minister C. C. Wang had 
requested the legation at Peking to 
send their represéntatives to Nanking 
in order to factlitate negotiations with 
the government. 

The action is considered here as an 
attempt by the Nanking government to 
destroy Peking’s political importance 
and further that of Nanking, which 
they insist is now the nationa) capital. 

Mukden, Manchuria, June 21 (A.P.). 
Chang Hsueh-Liang, son of Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin, has been appointed 
Governor of Manchuria in succéssion 
to his father, whose death occurred 
from wounds inflicted by a bomb when 
the dictator was in flight from Peking. 

In outlining his political program, 
Chang said his guiding principle would 
be to achieve and maintain peace. His 
father's fortune of about 810,000,000 
would be dévoted to the advancement 
of éducation in Manchuria. He himself 
would strive for abrogation of unequal 
treaties, but at the same time would 
welcomé the cooperation of foreign cap- 
ital, provided no special privileges were 
involved, 

eer added that he had proposed 
negotiations with Japan with the ob- 
ject of reaching an amicablé settlement 
on outstanding questions. His attitude 
toward the Nationalists was concilia- 
tory and hé was ready to discuss any 
peace terms on a basis of equality. But, 
he declared, he would not agree to any 
scheme excluding Manchurta from a 
voice in the country’s affairs. 

Tientsin, China, June 21 (A.P.).—The 
Soviet consulate was raided last night 
by a large body of armed police act- 
ing under orders of Gén, Fu Ts0-Yi, 
Nationalist garrison cOmmandeér at 
Tientsin. 

The Chinese notice éxplained that 
the raid was due to information re- 
ceived that numerous Chinese Com- 
munists had a large quantity of arms 
hidden in the building. Corsul Grég- 
oriev displayed nine pistols with am- 
munition and declaréd that these were 
necessary to deferid the consulate 
against white Russians, 

It was understood that the search 
failed to reveal either Chinesé Com- 
munist atms or propaganda.

Former Envoy to Roumania 
Will Succeed W. M. Collier, 
Kellogg Announces. 


WRIGHT MAY GET POST 


President Coolidge has appointed 
William 6, Culbertson, present United 
States Minister to Rumania, as Ambas- 
Sador to Chile, to fill the Vacancy 
caused by the recent resignation of 
Ambassador William M. Collier, it was 
announced yesterday by Secretary of 
State Kellogg. While no official an- 
nouncement was fortcoming as to the 
next minister to Rumania, other than 
that he would be selected from among 
the American ministers now stationed 
at other European capitals, it is re- 
liably understood that J. Butler Wright, 
present Minister to Hungary, is to be 
the successor to Mr. Culbertson. 

Mr. Wright, who was former Assist- 
ant Secretary of State, is regarded as 
particularly cualified to fill the Buch- 
arest post, in view of the fact that he 
was the official representative of the 
State Department during the visit of 
Queen Marie of Rumania to the United 
States, and has many friends in Ru- 
mania. Mr. Culbertson, who is now in 
Washington, plans to sail from New 
York City about July 20 to assume his 
new duties in Santiago. 

William S. Culbertson was graduated 
from the college of Emporia and Yale 
University and took special courses at 
the Universities of Leipsig and Bérlin. 
From 1910 to 1912 he served as exam- 
iner for the United States tariff com- 
mission; practiced law from 1912 to 
1915, and represented the Federal Trade 
Commission studying trade conditions in 
Latin America from 1915 to 1916. During 
the World War he waé overseas secre- 
tary for the Y. M. ©. A. During the 
conference on limitation of armament 
in 192], Mf. Culbertson served as tech- 
nical advisor in charge of economic 
questions. He was named Minister to 
Roumania on April 28, 1925, after he 
had been chairman of the Federal Tariff 
Commission. 

William M. Coallier, whose recent 
resignation as American Ambassador to 
Chile is understood to have been due 
ty business reasons, js a lawyer of dis- 
tinction. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1892 after attending Hamilton 
College and the Columpia Law School. 

He held various legal posts until 
1905 when he was named Minister to 
Spain. He retired in 1909 but in 1914 
was counsel and agent for an Ameri- 
can corporation in Europe. He be- 
came president of George Washington 
University in 1917, and served in that 
capacity until 1921 when he was 
named Ambassador to Chile.

EXECUTIVE AGAIN FAILS 
TO VISIT OFFICE IN CITY 


Night of Rain Turns Roads 
Into Swamps; Indian Is 
Appointed Guide. 


Superior, \Wis., June 21 (A.P.).—The 
tirst definite acceuvts of President 
Coolidge fishing—showing him wearing 
& teéa-gallon hat, rubber boots and «a 
slicker over a khaki shirt and using 
dry fises as his bait—both puzzled and 
deéeliguted this town of ardent fisher- 
men today. 

Mr Coolidge’s ten-gallon felt hat 
gave rise to the puzzlement, while th3 
news that he did not use worms for 
bait caused much relief among the eas- 
ivy touched sporting sensibilities of the 
habitual trout arglers. 

Mr. Coolidge’s tall hat, apparently 
the seme one he wore last summer 
in the Black Hills of South Dakota, was 
a strange sight in the timber land of 
this northern lake region. It caused 
wonderment among guides and work- 
men ut Cedar Island Lodge, who sax 
Mr. Coolidge wearing it, and who had 
yréevisusly only seen such headgear in 
che movies. Word soon spread that tho 


“hief Execuive was trying to introduce 
the Western fashion here, 


Wears High-heeled Boots. 


The wonderment incréased further 
when it was learned that while loung- 
ing on the little island in the Brule 
in addition to the ten-gallon hat, M1. 
Coolidge also habitually wears th2 
high-heeled boots customary in the 
cattl; lands of the West These boots, 
of verv soft black leather, reaching half 
way up the calf, were worn by the 
Chief Executive in approved style with 
hig ‘cng trousers tucked into them. 
The boots were recognized as those 
whica Mr, Coolidge wore last year in 
South Dakota. 

Recollections of reports from Rapid 
City last year that Mr. Coolidge had 
fished theré with worms Kad troubled 
local anglers, who said the waters of 
the Brule River had always been re- 
served exclusively to fly fishermen. 

The late Henry Clay Pierce, who 
built Cedar Island Lodge, had even 
gone so far, they said, as to prohibit 
any but habitual fly users to step on 
this estate. Today’s announcement 
that the Chief Executive had no inten- 
tion of shattering the tradition of the 
Brule was therefore received with 
pleasure. 


Foregoes Office Work Again, 


Advised to postpone for another day 
his first trip to his offices in Superior 
because heavy rains during the night 
had again swamped the roads in cér- 
tain places, President Coolidge spent 
the morning trying Out various new 
fishing tacklé. Since his installment 
at the lodge, numerous rods and reels 
have reached Mr, Coolidge as gifts from 
donors in the vicinity anxious that the 
Chief Executive never be short of the 
implements of his favorite sport. 

Without abandoning, therefore, the 
island on which his residence is lo- 
cated, he practiced casting all morning, 
except for brief periods in which he 
read the papers and attend@d to other 
little matters. 

In the expectation of longer and more 
arduous fishing outings than President 
Coolidge has yet indulged in, the State 
Conservation Commission appointed to- 
day John Larock, a Chippewa Indian. 
to be his guide. 

Larock, who is believed to be about 
60 years old, comes from Winneboujou, 
only 4 miles from the executive resi- 
dence, and has spent his whole life. in 
the virgin timber of this region. He 
was chosen because of his intimate 
knowlédge of the streams and lakes of 
this district. Upon being appointed he 
was taken to the lodge to be presented 
‘wo Mr. Coolidge. 


Will Maintain Roads. 


The Wisconsin Highway Commission, 
perturbed by reports of the difficultiés 
encountered on the roads between Cedar 
Island Lodge and Superior, conducted 
an investigation of their condition and 
made special arrangements for their 
maintenance in the future. 

They announced that about $40,000 
has been spent on these routes in the 
last fortnight and that at the present 
time no dangéroug portions remained 
The spots at which mud holes formed 
have been rapidly filled with gravel and 
other parts are being continuously 
tended by crews. Today, the announce- 
ment said, “despite the unusual rainy 
conditions, there is no difficulty in get- 
ting to and from Cedar Island Lodge,” 

In view of these precautions and ow- 
ing to the much improved weather con- 
ditions today, which became actually 
balmy, President Coolidge is expected 
to come to Superior tomorrow. 

At Mr. Coolidge’s special orders five 
radio sets were ordered installed at the 
lodge. One set was for himself and 
Mrs. Coolidge and the others to be dis- 
tributed among the Secret Service méen 
household servants, chauffeurs and 
other members of his company at the 
country residence. The estate power 
house, however, was said to interfere 
woefully with the operation of the sete,

Writes Letter, Brothers Will Mail Telling of Imprison- 
ment, and Then, at Last; of Fatal Accident—She 
Reads Only ‘Yiddish—Happy, He Says.

“Gee, I'm happy, kid. Now I know 
I can gO On that last walk singing. 
I'll aing better than I ever have, see. 
My mother don’t know anything about 
me going to the chair.” 

Nicholas Lee Eagles, 32 years old, 
who with Samuel Moreno, 20 years old, 
and John Cline Proctor, 19, will die 
in the electric chair at the District 
Jail this morning a few minutes after 
10 o’clcok, Was speaking. 

A few moments before, the diminu- 
tive bandit, acter and murder had said 
his last good-by to his mother, Mrs. 
Rebecca Carrack, gray-haired, wrinkled 
and bent with age. She came to this 
city a few weeks ago to visit her son 
at the jail. 

Mrs. Carrack reads and speaks only 
Yiddish. Her son was aware of this, 
and planned never to let her know 
that he was to die asa murderer. When 
his mother first came to the jail, 
Eagles tola her that he had been ar- 
rested for robbery and had been sen- 
tenced to “do time” in Leavenworth 

ison, 

With each visit to the jail, Eagles 
consoled his mother all the more, Dur- 
ing her firet visits, he was living in 
hope that President Coolidge would 
grant him and his two companions 
executive clemency. 

And even when the “bad news” of 
the President's refusal came, Eagles 
atill kept his aged mother in ignorance 
of his plight. 

All yesterday Mrs. Carrack, her other 
son, Arthur Eagles, and his two chil- 


dren, were with “Singing Nick” Eagles. 
Shortly before 4 o’clock the last fare- 
welle were taken, 

Eagles folded his mother in his arms, 
kissed her ténderly, promised to write 
to her when ‘he was released from 
Leavenworth and told her he would be 
home as fast as he could when réleased 
from the prison. 

Eagles will keep his promise of writ- 
ing to his mother. He confided his 
plans to his brother Arthur. During 
his last few nights on earth “Singing 
Nick” has been writing letters to his 
mother. He wrote three or four in all. 
The letters he intrusted to his brothers 
yesterday. 

The last letter he wrote described him 
being injured in an accident and de- 
claring that he did not think he would 
live long. 

“That'll break the news more gently,” 
Eagles said, “and then my mother will 
receive a telegram saying I am dead 
She won’t take it so hard then.” 

Eagles arranged with his brothers to 
have the letters mailed by friends at 
various times. Eagles said he told his 
brother to “stretch the letters out as 
far apart as you can.” Then a few days 
after his mother receives the last epistle 
he has instructed his brother to have 
the telegrafn follow quickly. 

“So you see, kid, there ain’t any won- 
der why I'm happy. If I got to go, I'll 
go singing. But I still think that where 
there’s life there’s hope. So long, kid.” 
And Eagles disappeared into his cell in 
murderers’ row to await death.

Refuses Exoneration.

Eagles said he did 
not prosecute the policeman in court 
as he had been requested not to do 80 
by friends, The “cop's” plea was made 
in order that he might again be re- 
stored to his position on the force.

Martin O'Donoghue, attorney for 
Moreno, yesterday revealed that nine 
of the twelve jurors, who brought in 
the firat-degree verdict against the 
three, signed petitions which were pre- 
sented to President Coolidge in the 
clemency plea for Moreno. One of the 
rae he said, refused to sign and the 
awyér was unsuccessful in locating 
the other two. O'Donoghue said that 
the nine jurors said they would not

His statement was made in answer to 
the announcement that Miss Mabel Boll, 
on her arrival in Néw York, intended to 
investigate alleged difference in weather 
advices received by her and those fur- 
nished Miss Amelia Earhart at Tre- 
passey.

If there is anything calculated to put a fatal 
etumbling block in the path of Gov. Smith at 
Houston it is the determination of some of his 
friends to insist upon a wet platform. The 
New York World, which yields to no other 
organ of public opinion in its admiration for 
the New York chief executive, contends that 
it. would be better not to nominate Smith than 
to nominate him on a platform that commits 
him to the eighteenth amendment or prohibi- 
tion. Norman E. Mack, national committee- 
man from New York, no sooner reached 
Houston than he expressed the hope that the 
platform would square with Gov. Smith’s 
yViews, which he said were in opposition to 
prohibition and in favor of State control of 
the liquor question. 

It is hard to fathom such political strategy, 

unless these supporters of Smith think that 
nothing can prevent the nomination of their 
candidate. Certainly nothing is calculated to 
do more to aid the anti-Smith faction of the 
Democratic party than such talk. The per- 
gonal views of the New Yorker already are 
exaggerated by his opponents as an argu- 
ment against him. Now they may well say 
that his supporters are intent upon committing 
the Democratic party to an antiprohibition 
plank as well. Many Democrats who would 
support Gov. Smith, confident in the belief that 
he would enforce the law-to the best of his 
ability. would refuse to give their allegiance to 
@ party committed to an attack upon prohibi- 
tion. 
» Assuming that the friends of Gov. Smith 
Bave the votes to nominate their candidate and 
‘write into the platform whatever they see fit, 
it is incredible that they will deliberately pro- 
Yoke a split in the party. The drys would not 
enly have provocation, but reason for abandon- 
ing the candidate and the platform and the 
position of the party in the campaign would 
thus be hopeless. The wet cause, if it is to be 
made a political issue, can not be grafted upon 
the framework of either of the existing parties. 
Any hope of success along such lines must 
come through the: creation of a new. political 
entity, so designed and conceived as to draw 
support from both of the existing parties. 


JUGGLING WITH FIGURES. 


The mathematics of the Houston convention 
appears to be getting on the nerves of some 
persons.

Remembering that there 
are only 1,100 votes, it is hard to\adjust a 
Smith claim’of 700 votes with an anti-Smith 
table showing the presence of 457 votes un- 
alterably opposed to him.

STILL HARPING ON FORCE. 


While professing to support unreservedly the 
Kellogg plan for renunciation of war, the New 
York Times can not abandon the idea that the 
treaty must somehow be backed by interna- 
tional force. It quotes approvingly an article 
by H. A. L. Fisher in the Contemporary, in 

which Mr. Fisher harks back to the League 
of Nations theory that peace can be maintained 
only by force exerted by the league. ‘The 
Kellogg treaty," says the Times, “does not pro- 


vide any sanctions. It establishes a crime, but 
assigns no punishment.” Then it quotes Mr. 
Fisher: 

Force, being renounced as an instru- 


ment of national policy, must be re- 
served for the use of an international 


authority. So far, the United States de- 
clines to face the problem of an inter- 
national authority. 


The assumption that the Kellogg treaty 
would be useless without a section providing 
for the use of force by an international au- 
thority is an absurd distortion of the plan. 
The proposed treaty does not “establish a 
crime,” as the Times contends. . Its essence is 
a mutual pledge to abandon war. If the pledge 
is broken it is no longer binding upon the in- 
jured party. So far as the United States is 
concerned there is plenty of ‘‘sanction” in the 
fact that any nation making war upon this 
country will be attended to without calling 
upon the League of Nations for help. 

The persistent attempt of League of Nations 
zealots to draw the United States into an 
agreement to cooperate with the league in 
hostilities against any treaty-breaking state is 
well calculated to defeat the Kellogg treaty. 
The United States will not make any agree- 
ment to go to war at the behest of foreign 
nations. The outbreak of war between two 
foreign nations can not be made the excuse 
for calling upon the United States to feed one 
and attack the other. 

If the nations wish to abandon war they 
can do so by adhering to the Kellogg treaty. 
But if they wish to reserve the right to em- 
ploy war as a matter of policy, either singly 
or through the League of Nations, they can 
not honestly sign the Kellogg treaty. The 
United States is ready to renounce war when- 
ever the other great powers concur, but it 
does not propose to sign a treaty which, while 
pretending to renounce war, merely facilitates 
the making of war by nations in combination. 


TRIUMPHS OF RESEARCH. 


Addison’s celebrated paper in the Spectator 
on the tombs in Westminster Abbey drew at- 
tention for a time to many monuments of note, 
but the subject soon slipped back into the 
domain of things taken for granted and fell 
into a long period of neglect. Among the 


monuments which caught the eye of ‘Mr. 
Spectator” on the occasion of his visit to the 
abbey was that of Sir Cloudesley Shovell. 
Some years later Horace Walpole asserted that 
the sculptor who perpetrated that monument— 
“one of the worst works in the world’’—was 
Francis Bird; and from lack of interest or the 
spirit of investigation the ipse dixit of the great 
eighteenth century dilettante has gone unques- 
tioned and most unfairly saddled the guilt on 
an artist whose other known pieces of sculp- 
ture should have been enough to save him 
from the imputation. 

The truth has emerged, tardily enough, only 
in our own day. In a recent number of the 
literary supplement of the London Times Mrs. 
Katharine A. Esdaile tells how Dr. W. A. 
Shaw has found in the records of the British 
treasury proofs that not Bird but Grinling 
Gibbons is responsible for the execution of the 
Shovell monument. Gibbons can, perhaps, 
stand up under this charge, for his excellence 
as a wood carver more than compensates for 
his deficiencies as a sculptor. 

Mrs. Esdaile has gone farther in her investi- 
gations among the abbey tombs. She has pro- 
duced evidence to show that the fine monu- 
ment in King Henry VII’s chapel to George 
Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, and to Cath- 
erine Manners, his wife, is the work of Le 
Sueut. That artist is familiar, by name at 
least, to most visitors to London, for it was he 
who made the famous equestrian statue of 
King Charles I at Charing Cross. There is 
‘another monument, a colossal one, also in 
King Henry VII’s chapel, that to Lewis Stuart, 
Duke of Lennox and Richmond, and to Frances 
‘Howard, his wife, which Mrs. Esdaile seems in- 
clined to attribute, on artistic grounds, to Le 
Sueur. Her objective proof will be eagerly 
awaited. , 

In the meantime, it is a pleasure to all 
lovers of art to find that the tombs in West- 
minster Abbey are being subjected to a new 
and thoroughly methodical scrutiny in order 
that the credit for their execution, when it is 
not already known, may be placed where it 
belongs. 


THE BROADCASTING PROBLEM. 


Judge Ira E. Robinson, chairman of the 
Federal Radio Commission, has pointed out to

There has been perfected a 
means, it is said, of.controlling the frequencies 
of. a plurality of stations in such a manner 
that it is now possible fp hold any given num- 
ber of them to their assignment within five or 
six cycles. Each of the stations in the chidg. 
will be supplied with programs in the form of 
phonograph records from a recording labora- 
tory to be located in New York, where the 
best talent is available. ; 

The system may prove practical in operation, 
even though it possesses certain fundamental 
disadvantages. For one thing, the public is 
inclined to look with disfavor upon the broad- 
casting of mechanically recorded music, de- 
spite the fact that wherever it has been under- 
taken the results have been exceptionally clear 
and wel] presented programs, 

Station synchronization, in any of the sev- 
eral suggested guises, is still in the experi- 
mental stage, however, and the need is for 
immediate relief. This can be obtained only 
by reducing the number of stations on the air. 


DEMAND FOR LABOR. 


Improvement in labor conditions is reported 


» 
again by the Department of Labor in its June 


Hulletin. The demand for outdoor labor has 
had much to do with the decrease in unem- 
ployment, but many basic industries, inde- 
pendent of seasonal conditions, registered a 
decided expansion during May. Favorable 
weather conditions stimulated highway con- 
struction and building trade operations, and 
railroad construction and maintenance of way 


activities called for many additional workers. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
upturn in the employment situation has just 
begun, The demand for farm labor certainly 
will increase all through the summer and into 
the harvest period. It will be surprising if the 
next complaint heard from the farm belt is 
not relative to the scarcity of labor. Recent 
happenings in the automobile industry indi- 
cate that there will be increased production in 
that direction all through this year. Efforts 
of manufacturers to supply the domestic mar- 
ket do not begin to tell the story in the motor 
world. Statistics just made public reveal that 
nine out of every ten cars in the world are of 
American manufacture, 

These signs all point to a situation that will 
falsify the cry of unemployment, which was 
made last winter for the purpose of being used 
in the presidential campaign. The exaggerated 
figures which were then used did not bear 
scrutiny, and the actual unemployment which 
existed at that time is being reduced rapidly. 
Business, for one thing, refuses to get in the 
blue funk that once accompanied national 
elections. Industrial conditions have become 
too stabilized to be dislocated by politics. Noth- 
ing that can possibly happen in the coming 
campaign could serve to put the machinery of 
business out of gear. The leaders in business 
and capital have learned this much, even if 
some of the politiclans have been slow in com- 
ing to the same realization. Plans are being 
made for the future on the basis that this will 
be a normal year from an industrial stand- 
point. The expansion that is steadily taking 
place is ample proof of this fact. 


FOREIGN SHIPPING ACTIVITY. 


The White Star Line has started work on the 
coustruction of a new vessel, to be named the 
Oceanic, which, when completed in 1932, will 
be the largest and probably the most luxurious 
vessel afloat. She will be 1,000 feet long, with 
a tonnage of 60,000 and will cost at least $30,- 
000,000. Construction of this vessel consti- 
tutes but one step in the campaign of forcign 
companies to provide the traveling public with 
better and faster vessels than any now on the 
ocean. Nearly a year ago the North German 
Lloyd Line laid down the vessels Bremen and 
Europa, both of which are said to embody 
greater luxury and speed than existing vessels. 
These ships will enter service next year. 

The Cunard Line is working on plans for 
construction of two super-liners, each of which 
will surpass the Oceanic in size and probably in 
speed. The French Line and the Navigazione 
Generale Italiana are also reported to be ready 
to start construction, and the Hamburg Ameri- 
can Line, in the opinion of shipping men, will 
not stand idly by and permit its rivals to 
outdistance it. | 

In the meantime, the United States is de- 
pending upon legislation enacted at the last 
session of Congress to bring about a rebirth 
of American shipbuilding activity. It is sup- 
posed that plans sponsored by the Transoceanic 
Corporation to construct a fleet of vessels 
capable of crossing the Atlantic in four days, 
together with enactment of legislation that 
should serve this end, has influenced increased 
activity among foreign companies. American 
plans, however, still are tentative, whereas 
foreign companies are laying down vessels. 
Foreign companies appear to be getting the 
jump on American competitors at a time when 
the American merchant marine is at its lowest 
point. 

What is holding up American shipbuilders? 
Congress has increased the construction loan 
fund of the Shipping Board and has liberalized 
the construction loan clause. It has made pro- 
vision for the awarding of long-time mail con- 
tracts to American vessels at liberal] rates. The 
public has been brought to realize that con: 
tinued prosperity demands an adequate Ameri- 
can merchant marine. With every factor fa- 
voring early inauguration of a comprehensive 
shipbuilding program, American builders and 
operators should waste no time getting down 


to work.

Session Held Last Step Be- 
fore Kellogg’s Final Note 
to the Powers. 


SENATE FIGHT SCOUTED

A conference between Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, chairman of the Senate for- 
eign relations committee, and Under- 
sécretary of State Robert E. Olds, was 
regarded yesterday in Washington as 
the last step by this country before the 
final note on the Kellogg treaty for the 
renunciation of war is transmitted to 
the powers invited to be signatories. 

The course is clear, it is definitely 
sald in semiofficial quarters, and the 
note is expected momentarily. It is 
understood that Secretary of State 
Kellogg will confer shortly with am- 
bassadors of the interested nations, and 
that their attitude will be found per- 
fectly 3. accord with the main provi- 
sions of the treaty. 

Except for the report that an inser- 
tion in the treaty preamble will ad- 
here to the French suggestion regarding 
violations, the main staff of the pact 
will hold all of the strength of Secre- 
tary Kellogg's original draft. What 
methods will be used to treat viola- 
aie however, is locked in Kellogg’s 
mind 

The reservations of Great Britain are 
not considered unsurmountable; rather 
little difficulty in overcoming them is 
foreseen. Therefore with Italy, Ger- 
many and Japan already having ac- 
cept2d Kellogg’s suggestions, all parties 
are reported ready to go through the 
treaty without pause. 

Secretary Kellogg's early fears of op- 
position to the treaty in the Senate 
are expected to prove empty when it 
is put up to the upper house for rati- 
fication. Senator Borah, who will 
guide its destiny in the Senate, is of 
the opinion that sailing should be 
clear. ‘No definite bloc to oppose rati- 
fication was noticeable at the last ses- 
sion, and none is likely to materialize, 
it is taken for granted by some. 

The treaty as finally drawn by Kel- 
logg may clear up any suggested con- 
flict with the League of Nations obliga- 
tions of the powers who are members, 
but if this is done then these points 
will be so written into it that the Kel- 
logg proposals in their early form will 
remain intact.

The original game-bid is not, as some 
would Nave it, a notice to the partner 
not to try for slam. The game-bid does 
not make any such demand; what it 
Teally tells the partner is this: “I have 
& hand so strong that I feel it would 
not be safe for me to bid less than 
game because there may be game in 
our combined hands and yet you might 
not have a jump if 1 bid one less.” A 
game-bid shows great strength, but not 
nearly as great as the bid for more 
_than game discussed last week; the 
latter virtually commands the partner 
to show an Ace if he have one. 

When the partner of a game-bidder 
-has one Ace and no other assistance, 
unquestionably he should pass. One 
Ace is not apt to enable a game-bidder 
to make a siam; but if to the one Ace 
be added other assistance, the situa- 
tiom is very different. 


Before going further, we must con- 
sider what is meant by “setting” a dec- 
laration and whether a game-bid neces-

THEORY VS. PRACTICE OF HEALTH 
| HABITS. 


HE more people know about habits 
which make for health, the less 
tney follow them. This is the 
Opinion of Dr. W. R. P. Emerson. Let 
us quote him exactly: “The higher 
the intellectual attainments in the 
subject of health and disease, the lower 
the h2alth intelligence In other words, 
| the greater the student’s theoreticai 
knowledge of health, the poorer his 
| practice.” 
| For some years Dr. Emerson has been 
speciaiizing in the health of college 
students. Incidentally, he has been 
} gathering information as to methods of 
teaching health to students in college. 
His opinion is that the methods gcn- 
erally used are greatly at fault in that 
they put too much stress on book 
work end too littl on practice. Here 
are his words: 

“Although hea.th education is rated 
of first importance in our educational 
system, any study of its application 
May well raise the question whether 
it is not at present the very last in 
*fficiency. * * * Theoretical teach- 
Ing should be supplemented by clini- 
cal instruction.” 


In his study Emerson found that 
wome):’s colleges were much inferior to 
tren’s colleges. He compared specifi- 
cally 9ne woman’s college with a man's 
college. In the freshman class of the 
woman's college only 23 per cent of the 
studer:ts were the victims of bad healtn 
habits. .whereas the percentage of 
seniors with such bad habits was about 
29 pi cent. On the other hand, in 
the men’s college the percentage of 
students under the influence of bid

habits dropped 6 per cent between the 
treshriaan and the senior years. 


In scoring colleges Emerson makes 
use of twenty groups of health habits 
or conditions, as, follows: ‘1, Uncorrected 
removable physical defects; 2, habits 
injurious to health; 3, irregular habhjts 
of living; 4, uncontrolled likes or dis- 
likes; 5, worry and fretfulness; 6, irreg- 
ular bedtime; 7, no rest periods; 8. 
overdoing at work or play; 9, eating 
when overtired; 10, inadequate vacations 
or weekly rest; 11, finicky about food; 
12, habitual overeating or undereating; 
13, fast eating or washing down food; 
14, irregular meal times; 15, candy or 
sweets between meals; 16, working in 
poor air above 68 degrees; 17, sleeping 
with windows closed; 18, irregular time 
of bowel movement; 19, insufficient ex- 
ercise or out-of-door sunlight; 20, ex- 
cessive tea, coffee or tobacco. 

Dr. Emerson asks: Is college life a 
factor in out-of-door living? He does 
not think it is. Nor does he think it 
trains students in organizing their pro- 
grams into a balance between work and 
rest. 

Finally, he says: “Good health habits 
result in good health and bad habits in 
poor health. A change of habits one 
way or the other leads to a better or 
worse condition of health.”

Bobwhites Roost on the Ground. 


The bobwhite is also known as 
“quail” and “partridge.” His plumage 
is mottled black, brown and white. He 
is quite a fat bird, and is often killed 
by hunters, but law put him under pro- 
tection in some places. 

Bobwhites live in families, and are 
likely to remain in the same section 
the whole year through. They roost on 
the ground, and are to be found in 
fields and woods. A family bunches to- 
gether at night, with heads pointed 
outward. If a person comes near, the

birds will fly in all directions, uttering 
a low “whit-whit'’’ By flying different 
ways, they make it unlikely that more 
than one or two will be killed by a 
single funshot. 
past, they utter twittering calls and 
come together again. 

The nests are built on the ground 
and are open on one side, like an oven. 
From 10 to 20 eggs are commonly laid 
in each nest.’ The number, indeed, has 
been as ‘great as 37 in at least,one case. 

Unlike most birds, bobwhites leave 
the nest as soon as they are hatched. 
They follow the mother as chicks follow 
the hen. They also nestle under her 
wings at night. After their fuzzy cov- 
ering turns into feathers and they can 
fly, the young bobwhites still remain 
with their parents. 

Bobwhites eat acorns, chestnuts and 
wild fruits. They also eat the seeds 
of the cockspur, the smartweed, the 
pigweed and the ragweed. The value of 
such destruction is great. 

The help which bobwhites give the 
farmer by eating weed seeds and insects 
is so important that some farmers help 
the birds live through the winter by 
placing food in convenient places. The 
winter battle is a hard one and long 
winters lead to much loss of life in the 
quail family.

STOP WASTE BY CITY 


Association Joins Trade Board 
in Campaign to Save on 


Street Improvements. 


Additional support to the plan of the 
Board of Trade to eliminate alleged 
wasteful expenditures for public im- 
provements was given yesterday by the 
Operatives Builders Association, who 
championed the cause of the trade or- 
ganization regarding “wasteful meth- 
ods” of certain departments of the Dis- 
trict government. 

Rufus S. Lusk, executive secretary of 
the builders, declared yesterday his or- 
ganization would cooperate with city 
Officials to reduce unnecessary costs 
cropping out of tearing up newly paved 
thoroughfares for the purpose of in- 
stalling sewer lines and gas and elec- 
trical conduits. He pointed out that 
hig association would attempt to help 
District officials to do away with need- 
less labor and expenditures. 


Mr. Lusk cited the case of R street 
northwest, between Thirty-fifth and 
Thirty-seventh streets, which was paved 
about a year ago and has recently been 
torn up to install connections for street 
lights and other facilities, work which 
should have been planned for before 
the street was reconditioned. 


WOMAN TO BE PILOT 
IN 6,300-MILE TOUR 


Mrs. Phoebe Omlie Is First 
of Her Sex to Compete in 
Annual Air Trip. 


Detroit, June 21 (A.P.).—A woman, 
Mrs. Phoebe Fairgrave Omlie, of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., will pilot a plane in the 
national air tour this year for the first 
time in the history of the contest, tour 
officials announced today. The tour, 


which will cover 6,300 miles, starts 
June 30 from the Ford airport, 

Mrs. Omlie, an airplane dealer in 
Memphis and the first woman to re- 
ceive a transport pilot’s license from 
the Department of Commerce, will com- 
pete with some of the country’s fore- 
most pilots for the Edsel Ford trophy 
and a $12,000 prize, offered to the tour 
winner. 

She will fly a single seater plane en- 
tered by a Moline, Iil., aircraft 
company, officials said. Mrs. Omlie’s 
entry is the only ‘“‘flivver” plane to fly 
on the long tour around the United 
States. 

Mrs. Omlie, who is 25 years old, has 
been flying for eight years. She be- 
gan as a parachute jumpeg in St. Paul 
at the age of 17.

penetration he has shown would indi- 
cate that he is a clear-thinking youth 
who would be a dangerous opponent 
in any debate. 

There is a moral question in this res- 
olution which makes it an exceedingly 
poor subject for a high school debate. 
There is nothing debatable about cheat- 
ing. And; therefore, there is no nega- 
tive side to this resolution. 

Of course the person who gives the 
information is just as guilty as the 
one who receives it. As a comparison, 
suppose two men went out to steal 
some money. The first one cracks 
the safe and the second one takes the 
money. Would you arrest the second 
one and free the first because he didn't 
actually do the stealing? Hardly. And 
the person who gives another Infor- 
mation in an examination is cracking 
the safe. 

In today’s discussion it is well to 
make clear the fact that debating has 
never settled any question of this sort. 
Debating teaches young men and wom- 
en to speak before an audience, to pre- 
sent arguments logically and convinc- 
ingly and to gain confidence in think- 
ing while standing before a crowd. 
These are all fine qualities to possess. 
When a debate ig closed the judges an- 
nounce whether the speakers for the 
affirmative or the negative did the-bet- 
ter job. Thus one side or the other 
“wins.” But this does not, by any 
means, decide the question involved. 
It- merely proves that one side or the 
other was better and more convincingly 
presented the strength of their side and 
revealed the weakness of the other side. 
There is a distinction here which in the 
interest of clear thinking every high 
school student should have in mind. 

Now if students desire to break up 
cheating in examinations it should be 
done by conservative suggestions rather 
than argument. Discussion—not de- 
bate. Contributions and editorials in 
the school paper will help. An essay 
contest in your school paper on this

subject would be interesting. But don’t 
set up a resolution on a nondebatable 
subject to be shot at by the smart 
alecs and wise-crackers.

HILE “Big Ed” Morris, the Red 
Sox’s sensational pitching re- 
cruit, was effectively holding 
the Nationals in check with eight hits, 
his mates were smacking the offerings 
of Irving Hadley and Milton Gaston 
soldidly enough to score a 9-to-2 vic- 
tory over the Nats yesterday, a heavy 
blow to Washington’s aspirations of 
moving out of the second division. 
The Nats packed some weird base- 
ball into the contest, with young Ed 
Kenna being the chief offender. On 
Occasions the Red Sox ran wild on the 
bases at the ~xpense of ‘the Nats’ rookie 
catcher, who twice threw the ball away 
when fair throws would have trapped 
the runners. He didn’t shine either 
when the Red Sox pulled a triple steal 
in the fourth inning with Buddy Myer 
On the scoring end, although Gaston, 
who was pitching at the time, was so 
deliberate in his wind-up that there 
Was little chance for a play at home. 


The Red Sox won the game in 
two large outbursts, in the second 
inning when they scored four runs 
off Hadley and in the fourth when 
they scored three off Gaston. Bud- 
dy Myer and Charlie Berry were 
the prime factors in these move- 
ments and each collected three 
hits as part of the day’s work. 


Morris was rarely in trouble, although 
he allowed a run in the third and an- 
other in the sixth at which time the 
game was beyond recall for the Nats.

The decision stunned the crowd of 
25,000 to 30,000 spectators who greeted 
the verdict with booes and disorder. 
The crowd evidently believed that the 
wildcat, who kept everlastingly on top 
of Walker with a murderous body 4as- 
sault, was entitled to the verdict. The 
two judges, Harry Carroll and Edward 
Klein, Chicago business men, voted in 
favor of Walker, with the referee, Eddie 
Purdy, casting his ballot for Hudkins. 

Some of the experts at the ringside, 
in their tabulation of rounds, credited 
Walker with winning only two and giv- 
ing Hudkins the shade in five. 


Hudkins, bleeding from cuts over 
both eyes, came charging § into 
Walker in almost every round, with 
the exception of the fourth, driv- 
ing both fists to the body and keep- 
ing the champlon backing into the 
ropes in an attempt to escape, 


Walker seemed to have no defense 
for Hudkins’ terrific body’attack. He 
appeared helpless to ward off the Ace's 
sweeping left hooks to the body and 
rights to the same spot. 

Walker’s best showing was in the 
fourth when he had Hudkins wobbling 
and on the verge of a knockout from a 
terrific battering to the head. He 
shook the Ace to his heels with a 
sharp left hook and then made his 
knees sag with a right’ cross to the 
chin. Hudkins, stunned and injured 
for a few seconds, rallied, however, and 
came back fighting like a wounded 
beast, always boring in and driving 
both fists to the body. After the 
fourth round Walker appeared unable 
to slow up the charging challenger no 
matter how many times he cracked 
him under the chin. 

The battle for viciousness and plain 
and fancy slugging was like the ones 
often read about in fiction, but seldom 
seen. It was like a fight between a 
couple of longshoremcen, enemies for 
years, coming in at opposite doors of 
an old-time saloon, and meeting in the 
center for a knock down and drag out 
fight. 

Hudkins appeared to revel in the go- 
ing. He continually got -into close 
quarters, placed his head under Mickey’s 
chin and whaled away with both hands 
to the body with the champion back- 
ing into the ropes under the heavy as- 
sault. Hudkins was the aggressor in 
close fighting, with Walker landing the 
cleaner and sharper punches. Both 
were bleeding early in the battle, with 
blood dripping from Walker’s nose as 
early as the first round.

old British-born “;ro,” of the East 
Lake Club, Atlanta, home course of 
Bobby Jones. 

Ciuci and Ball, playing sterling and 
at times spectacular golf, scored identi- 
cal rounds of 35—35—70 to clip one 
stroke from par for the difficult 6,726- 
yard links. One stroke behind them, 
with a fine par 36—35—71, came the 
third sensation of the day, Leonard B. 
Schmutte, former Indiana champion, 
but now representing Lima, Ohlo. 


Even though they are not exe 
pected to keep up such a startling 
pace when the big parade gets into. 
full swing, Ciuci and Ball have the 
jump on the field of some 140 
club swingers at any rate. Oddly. 
contrasting in types, they come of.. 
golfing stock, too, for Ciuci has 
seven brothers and two sisters 
playing the game, while Ball comes 
of a famous British golfing family, 
a cousin of John Ball, former open 
and amateur champion of Great 
Britain. 


Ciuci has never cut any figure in 
the National Open heretofore, while {t 
is the first appearance in the tourna- 
ment for Ball, who came to this coun- 
try little more than a year ago, after 
figuring prominently in British pro- 
fessional ranks. He was third in the 
British open four years ago and fifth 
when Bobby Jones won that classic for 
the first time in 1926. 

While the one and only Bobby him- 
self had to be satisfied with a 7, 
Walter Hagen, the British open king, 
with a 75, and the defending American 
titleholder, Tommy Armour, with a 76, 
Ball and Ciuci pummeled old man par 
at every opportunity. 


Straight as a string, not once off . 
the fairway on his entire round, 
Ball was steadiness itself as he shot 
around in obscurity. Ciuci, likee 
wise negiected by the galleries, was 
even steadier. Where Ball had sev- 
eral laps around the green, Ciuct 
used his putter with deadly effect 
to equal par on 13 of the 18 holes. 
Ball had five birdies and Ciuct 
three. . 


Both of the pace-setters missed 
golden opportunities to score 69 and 
equal. the championship course record 
set in practice by Archie Compston. 
Ciuci, home’ with two smashing wood 
shots on the last hole, rammed a curle 
ing 45-foot putt straight for the cup. 
It veered off just a “few inches just 
when an eagle 3 and a 69 far the 
round seemed assured. Ciuci got ./8 
birdie four. Ball also was on th2 
home green in two, but his approach 
putt was too strong and he took two 
more to get down in a par five. 

Schmutte, who softened up par for 
the later attacks of Ball and Cluel, 
also took advantage of a free and une 
trammeled trip to shoot consistently 
steady golf. He was seldom off the 
line and but for one or two putting 
breaks might have shared the top rung 
with his two rivals, if not surpassed 
them. 7

41—Officers of the United States 

Golf Association said that never 
had there been such a large crowd of 
spectators at the opening day since 
rdmission had been charged. Nearly 
6,002 golf fans paid $2.20 each to 
swarm over the links, difficult to travel 
in many: places, owing to the high 
bluffs that have to be climbed and the 
numerous crossings of Butterfield 
Creek The largest gallery followed 
Bobby Jones and Johnny Farrell, but 
those trailing Compston and Armour, 
Chick Evans, Walter Hagen and Aubrey 
Boomer, of France, were nearly as 
large. There were as many as a dozen 
large valleries afield at a time. 


Joe Kirkwood was a casualty in two 
ways He suffered a lapse of golfing 
touch on the first nine, taking twu 
sixes and a seven for a sorrowful 44. 
‘Chen when he braced up and was play- 
ing the second half in par 36, a sliced 
drive from the twelfth tee hit him 
over the heart while he was lining up 
his putt on the seventeenth green. Thc 
trick shot artist was not much hurt 
and did not let the incident deter him 
from sinking his putt for a par.

Today Handles 34Crop Acres, 
Against -12 in 1853, 
Butterworth Says. 


BIG PROGRESS MADE 


Aitkenhead Another Speaker 
at Banquet of Agricul- 
tural Engineers. 


The decrease in farm lands, farm 
helpers and horses and mules on the 
farm were laid at the door of increased 
efficiency of the modern farmer in an 
address last night made by William 
Butterworth, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, ata 
banquet in the Hamilton Hotel held 
in connection with the twenty-second 
annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Agricultural Engineers. 

Mr. Butterworth declared that the 
manufacturer is not considered retro- 
gressing because he applies labor-saving 
‘machinery to his business and the sur- 
plus is absorbed in other industries and 
asserted that the farmer of today can 
handle 34 crop acres while the farmer 
of 75 years ago had his hands full with 
12 acres. Mr. Butterworth sketched the 
work of the Agricultural Service De- 
partment of the Chamber of Commerce 
and said that the regional conferences 
held by the department had resulted in 
improved produ@tion methods and im- 
proved marketing conditions. 


Big Development Ahead. 


‘When I think of the scope of work 
being done by the agricultural en- 
gincers of this country, I am more and 
more convinced that the agricultural 
progress we have made in the past 50 
years is merely a beginning of what 
we shall see developed within the next 
half century,” Mr. Butterworth said. 
“In land reclamation, flood control, 
control of soil erosion, economic plan- 
ning of farm structures, improvement 
of crop storage methods and in the de- 
signing of more economic power ma- 
chinery, you engineers are striking at 
the very heart of the engineering prob- 
lems whose solution means a new day 
for this great industry,” he said. 


Aitkenhead Is Toastmaster. 


Prof. William Aitkenhead, of Purdue 
University, was toastmaster. Dr. A. F. 
Woods, director of research work of the 
Department of Agriculture, also spoke 
at ths banquet. 

Exrlier in the day the delegates had 
been received by Secretary of Com- 
mercé Hoover, who greeted them in- 
formally and complimented them upon 
the work they are doing in their spe- 
clal fields.

DISTRICT HEADS LOSE 
STREET CAR LINE SUIT 


Defeated in Attempt to Obtain 
$74,238 for Moving 
Tracks and Mains. 


The District government lost its fight 
yesterday in Circuit Court to recover a 
total of $74,238.55 from the Washing- 
ton Railway d&& Electric Co. and the 
Georgetown & Tenallytown Railway 
Co. for the relocating of the car tracks 
on Wisconsin avenue northwest, and 
the shifting of the water mains be- 
tween River road and Massachusetts 
avenue. 

Congress on June 7, 1924, authorized 
the repaving of Wisconsin avenue with 
concrete. At that time the trackage 
involved was on the east side, but has 
since been shifted to the middle of 
Wisconsin avenue. When the work of 
repaving was going on the Commis- 
sioners demanded that the railway com- 
panies shift the water mains and the 
tracks, but were forced to do it them- 
selves. Two suits were filed, one for 
$14,482 and one for $59,756.55. 

The cases were tried before Justice 
Stafford without a jury on an agreed 
statement of facts. Attorneys Bowen 
& Kelly appeared for the street car 
companies. It is likely that the Com- 
missioners will appeal. An order will 
be drawn awarding the companies judg- 
ment against the District.
